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Viking 2 Landing Nears

Project engineers turned their at 
tent ion to Viking 2 today, readying it 
for a Mars landing Friday in a field of 
50-foot-high dunes believed wetter and 
more hospitable to life than the Viking 
I site 4,600 miles away 
Most of the descent preparations 
centered on a five-hour series of tests 
of parts in the three legged landing 
section that haven*t been checked 
since a few months after Viking 2’s 
launch from Florida a year ago 
The craft, a twin of Viking I. is 
scheduled to touch down at 6:58 p m 
EDT Friday in northern area called 
Utopia 
It was selected because it 
offers biologists the lies! chance of 
answering the questions raised by the 
puzzling findings of Viking Cs life 
seeking instruments 
Geologist Harold Masursky. head of 
the site selection team, said some of 
the wind blown dunes in the landing 
area have steep slopes, making the 
landing “considerably** more risky 
than Viking Cs descent six weeks ago 
But he is optimistic 
“We feel there’s a very good chance 
of survival,” he said in an interview 
“We think it will survive on the 
dunes.” 
The biggest hazard, he said, is that

the three-legged lander will come 
down on one of the steep slopes, slide 
down and be buried by an avalanche 
of dust or sand He said >lopes over 25 
degrees probably covered less 5 per 
cent of the landing area 
“ If I had shown these < landing site' 
pictures to (project m anager' Jim 
Martin while we were looking for a 
Viking I landing site he would have 
either laughed himself out of his chilli 
or else hit m e,” Masursky said 
Scientists believe the scientific 
potential of the landing area is worth 
the extra risk, 
particularly after 
Viking 
i s 
biology 
in stru m en ts 
produced evidence that would have 
been interpreted instantly as signs of 
life on E arth But Mars is different 
and biologists said a strange soil 
chem istry could have produced 
similar results 
All the evidence indicates 
that 
Utopia has far more moisture in its 
soil and atm osphere thim the rocky 
Viking I landing area and therefore

Recognized as the foremost law 
Collin Parents Learn 
College Costs Soaring 


The bad news, for Collin County 
parents who have offspring in college 
this fall, is that the cost has gone up 
considerable since last year. 
According to the various surveys 
that have been taken, covering some 
2,400 colleges and universities across 
the country, the cost will be six to 
eight percent higher, on average. 
Tuition rates have risen ap­ 
preciably in most institutions. Room, 
board, books and m iscellaneous 
equipment and supplies have soared 
as well. 
The bill that is facing Collin County 
families this year, based upon the 
number of local students involved, is 
estimated at $12,210,000. That covers 
all needs, including transportation 
and fees. 
The overall cost picture emerges 
from data compiled by the College 
Entrance Examination Board, the 
Department 
of 
Commerce, 
the 
National 
Center 
for 
Education 
Statistics and others. 
The College Board finds that the 
average outlay at a private four-year 
college will be $4,568 this year, up six 
percent from last year. Public four- 
year colleges will average $2,790 up 
eight percent. 
Private two-year colleges will go to 
$3,907, a seven percent hike, and 
public ones, $2,454, up eight percent. 
For commuting students the costs will 
be considerably less. 
The least expensive institutions are 
the community colleges, attended 
primarily by commuting students. 
A wide differential in costs prevails 
between the leading private colleges 
of the country, whose total annual 
charges are over $7,000, and the less 
prestigious ones. 
From a price standpoint, the 
private schools in the Southwest are 
the best bargains in education. Among 
the public colleges, those in the South 
are the least expensive. 
Despite the huge costs, enrollments 
are hig^h. Since 1970 they have gone up 
31 percent. 
Based upon the latest figures, it is 


estimated that there will be about 
3,560 young men and women in the 
Collin County contingent this year. 
The cost of sending them there. 


$12,210,000, is calcu lated on the 
assumption that half of them will be 
attending private schools and half 
public ones.

rotary trade 
The amended ordinance specifically 
provides that a custom er may ex 
change his touch call phone for a

A touch phone for a residence will 
now have a tariff of 50 cents per month 
while a business line will be charged

Pacemaker patient 
should limit fat

DEAR DR LAMB - I need 
your help I have a heart block 
and have a pacemaker I don t 
know what to eat Would you 
please tell me what I can eat 
and what I can t eat 
I am 
very’ much concerned about 
my diet 
I am afraid I am 
eating the wrong foods 
Please help me 
DEAR READER — Since 
almost all people who require 
an implanted pacemaker have 
coronary artery disease I 
would presume that is your 
problem 
That m eans you 
should be on a diet for the 
prevention of coronary artery 
disease 
Such a program includes 
sufficient calorie restriction 
in relation to your daily activi­ 
ty or c a l o r i e n e e d s to 
elim inate or prevent obesity 
It also includes limiting your 
fat to no more than 35 per cent 
of the total calories in your 
d i e t and l i m i t i n g your 
saturated fat to no more than 
IO per cent of your total daily 
calories 
In addition you 
should limit your cholesterol 
intake to no more than 300 
m illigram s a day 
You may need to restrict 
your salt intake, too. depen 
ding upon your m ed ica l 
status. 
To accomplish these goals 
you need quite a bit of infor­ 
m ation. 
For starters, you 
should use lean m eats with the 
fat removed, white meat of 
chicken or turkey with the 
skin removed, and lean fish 
You can rotate your meat 
item so you get meat, poultry 
and fish each about one-third 
of the time 
Eliminate egg 
yolks, cream and whole milk 
You can use fortified skim 
milk if you don't have to 
restrict your sodium intake 
A v o i d 
o r g a n 
m e a t s , 
specifically liver and brains, 
because they contain lots of 
cholesterol Otherwise eat a 


balanced diet with adequate 
am ounts of vegetables and 
fru its 
Avoid adding fatty 
sauces or salad dressings to 
your vegetables Avoid frying 
and rely m ore on roasting 
broiling, baking and boiling 
To give you m ore inform a­ 
tion on diet principles I am 
sending you The H ealth L etter 
num ber 1-3, Diet Preventing 
A therosclerosis

However, you can still 
develop cancer of the cervix, 
not because of the hormones 
you are taking 
but because 
you still have a cervical 
stum p 
You should have 
regular checkups at least once 
a year with a Pap smear for 
e a r l y d e t e c t i o n of a n y 
changes 
This applies lo all 
women with a cervix after 
beginning the childbearing 
age whether or not they are 
taking any hormones 
Today most hysterectomies 
include complete removal of 
both the body and the cervical 
p o r t i o n

u t e r u s 
eliminating that danger This 
is a sensible precaution

Polly’s Pointers 


Some solvents for 
ink-stained leather 


Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I would like to know how to remove 
ball point ink from a leather jacket. Thank you for any 
advice — RUTH 
DEAR RUTH — The type of leather used for the 
jacket will have a lot to do with the success of anything 
you try. It may be real leather or a synthetic that looks 
like real leather. Hair spray will remove ink from most 
fabrics—spray on, let dry and brush off. I was told to use 
that pre-wash spray that removes stains. I tried it on a 
pair of cream colored leather pumps. It did remove the 
stain, but at first I thought the cure was worse than the 
spot, since the entire area I had rubbed turned pale blue. 
But after the leather was thoroughly dry, the spot was 
gone and the color was back to normal. Petroleum jelly 
rubbed in may loosen the ink, too. First try ANYTHING 
on an inconspicuous spot to see the effect on your par­ 
ticular material. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve concerns the closely 
trim m ed seam s in the linings of readym ade clothes. Usually 
within a few weeks the seam s fray and com e apart. Either 
larger seam s should be made, or they should be stay stitched 
Also in many cases they could use stronger m aterial that is 
less likely to ravel. — LISA. 
DEAR POLLY — I would like to pass on to Debbie a method 
I always use to rem ove rust stains. I hope it will help her white 
blouse This does not fade colors and it rem oves other stains. 
too Have w ater boiling in a pot Tightly stretch the stain over 
the boiling water, put plenty of cream of ta rta r on the stain. 
The rust or stain will com e up through it and can be brushed 
away Rinse Som etim es this has to be repeated, but I have 
never had it fail — MRS. O.A. S 
DEAR POLLY — When sewing on delicate fabrics where 
pins might leave tiny perforations, use hair clips to hold the 
m aterial securely and without damage. 
I keep a pair of clean scissors in my silverw are draw er. 
They re very handy for snipping off a few cabbage or lettuce 
leaves, fats and inedible parts of m eat, etc. This saves m ess­ 
ing up the cutting board Try it sometim e. It is a convenient 
tim e saver — ISOLA. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for those, such as nurses, 
who wear white shoes with laces. I used to have to wash my 
shoestrings at least twice a week, but now when I buy a new 
pair of such shoes I im m ediately coat the m etal eyelets on the 
strings with a couple of coats of clear nail polish. Now, I only 
wash them about once a month and then add another coat of 
polish — MARY B

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Wildcats Still on Top 
In District 13-AAAA

P redicting the w inner of District 13-AAAA’s football crown 
has been an easy task for the past two seasons in previous 
Star-C ourier football editions. 
But 1976 is different. It is not an easy task of predicting this 
y ea r’s winner. 
' Why? 
— There are new coaches at several of the schools and it is 
difficult to predict changes those coaches will im plem ent in 
molding winning team s. 
— D istrict 13-AAAA has been reorganized this year into a 
m ore com petitive and larger loop with overall a larger 
num ber of quality team s. 
In polls already released. Plano has been ranked third best 
in D istrict 13-AAAA by several sources, behind Sherm an and 
Lake Highlands. 
However, the W ildcats are still num ber one in our opinion 
and th a t’s because we can see the num ber of quality players 
and the presence of quality coaching. 
Thus follows our yearly prediction of the D istrict 13-AAAA 
football race. 
1. PLANO WILDCATS — Plano has won the district four 
straight years since joining 13-AAAA in 1972. They have 
never lost a Class AAAA district gam e and have advanced as 
far as the quarterfinal playoffs twice in that time. Although 
the W ildcats aren ’t ranked in any poll’s Top Ten, they have 
quality players and a quality coaching staff and som ething 
eire their com petition ca n ’t boast of - a winning tradition. 
Plano has a new coach in Tommy Kimbrough and he is 
dedicated in continuing the winning tradition his forerunners 
established. He w as a Plano assistant for eight seasons and 
engineered the offense that catapulted Plano into the 
lim elight each year in the playoffs. 
Plano doesn’t have a lot of returning starters, only four 
from a 10-1 playoff team . John Gaddis is back at halfback on 
offense and is looking better each practice while defensive 
returnees David T erry at safety, W alter Ford at defensive 
end and Johnny McKenzie at linebacker present a force to be 
reckoned with. 
Plano has a good football program behind them which 
feeds knowledgeable players into the Varsity each season. 
Although not experienced in Varsity com petition, they have 
the know how to continue the Plano tradition and win the 
district’s honors in 1976. 
It will be tough, but nothing sweet com es cheap. 
2. SHERMAN BEARCATS — Coach Tommy Huspeth 
thinks 1976 is the year of the B earcat and a lot of people 
agree with him. He has 12 returning starters from a team 
that went 8-2 last year and lost by only one touchdown to 
eventual loop cham p Plano. 
The returning starters at Sherm an are quality players but 
have shown a tendency of breaking down in the pressure 
gam es. 
T here’s Billy Don Jackson at 6-3 and 225 lb. at defensive 
end that is rated the sta te ’s best at his position who w as the 
district’s defensive player of the year in 1975 and sophom ore 
of the year in 1974. 
Q uarterback Randy W essinger and halfback Eddie W right 
have m atured. They both started on the V arsity in 1974 as 
freshm en and W right was the sophom ore of the year in 1975. 
He am assed over 1,200 yards with a 7.4 average and 15 
touchdowns. 
The B earcats a re ranked first in the state by the Texas 
Football m agazine, a distinction they have earned, but will 
have to prove—because Plano is waiting Oct. I and the 
W ildcats won’t take anything lying down. 
3. LAKE HIGHLANDS WILDCATS — Lake Highlands of 
Richardson tasted the playoffs last season when they 
represented D istrict 8-AAAA, finishing with a 10-0-1 record. 
They have only six returning starters from that team , 
however, like Plano, they have a lot of good people com ing 
from the Junior V arsity to help out. 
Size is the rule and not the exception at Lake Highlands 
and it m akes the other district coaches’ mouths w ater. There 
is H arry Russo and H erm an Williams, both tackles, at 220 lb. 
each while m easuring 6-1 and 6-4 respectively. 
Not to be left out are Bill Braesicke at 230 lb. and another 
hefty tackle. Center Mike Burke tops the scales at 235 lb. 
Key to Lake Highlands going to the playoffs for a second 
year in a row depends on the ability of those big blockers to 
get out of the running backs. 
They begin their district play against Plano on Sept. 17 and 
a loss there can take all the m orale out of a team that thinks 
they are going som ewhere. 
4. RICHARDSON EAGLES — R ichardson’s Eagles have 
been locked out of the throneroom for a long tim e and they 
are getting thirsty.

Clark, who served as the Texas High 
School C oaches A ssociation all s ta r 
football coach in 1972, resigned last spnng 
to devote fulltim e to his athletic director 
duties 
He left behind a 107-17 record in his ten 
seasons and m olded the Plano Wildcat 
winning tradition into what it is known
